commencing to anticipate the future. 
Westmoreland Davis' ambitions and 
resources, it is predicted, will not 
permit him to remain long in the 
political background in Virginia. 
It la already forecast that he will 
within th$ next twelve months an- 
nounce his determination to run 
against Congresmaji F. "Walton Moor* 
of Fairfax for the Democratic nom- 
ination for the U. S. House of Repre- 
sentatives in 1924 from the eighth 
dirtrict. 


Mjr. Davis might take an even bold- 
er step, however, it Is believed, by 
running for the U. S..Senate against 
Senator Carter Glass who comes up 
ilor re-election in 1924. 
Then there is. also said to be a 
jllkllhood that Governor Lee Tr-nkle 
)*nay run against Senator Glass in 
,1924. 
The fact that the governor 
would then have a year and a half of 
his term to serve might, however, 
hlock his_ambilions in this direction. 
There Is a precedent for a governor 
of Virginia runing for the 17. S. Sen- 
ate before his term expires and with- 
out resigning from ~p_ffice 
Senator 
Swanson did it when he stepped from 
.! governorship to "the senatorshlp. but

whereas

serve. It would give former Govern- 
or Westmoreland Davis a great op- 
portunity to get in and win as the 
third candidate. He might repeat his 
success of 1917 when he gained elec- 
tion as governor after the machine 
and anti-machine fought each other 
to defeat for Lieut Governor Taylor 
EllysOn and John Garland Pollard, 
respectively.

—The problem of reparations has 
become France's "old man of the 
seal,' always with a strangle hold 
on her neck..

spent eighty billion frarcs, or at the

It was stated by 
local tobacconists today.

augured well for good prices here in 
the 
coming soonon. 
The eastern 
North Carolina crop is of superior 
quality am) It better handled. Hun- 
ter Fleming', president of the Klnuton 
tobucro board of tradf. was on the 
Lake City. 8 C , market Monday. He 
repoited that prices ranged from two 
cents to 45, that medium and 
low 
{trades »ol<1 well, and that the average 
of approximately 20 cents was more 
than twice as good as last year's open- 
ing price on the same market. 


M. R. Giavcly reported that the 
auction sales at Lake City Monday 
constituted a record, 500,690 pounds 
having been sold. His figure for the 
average price vas considerably better 
i han other reports indicated, being 
21 83 cents a pound. 
Predictions here for some time 
have contended for an average price 
of 30 cents at the opening of the east- 
ern markets. Some tobacconists have 
consistently warned against hope of 
such a high average, however. 
Practicajly all reports received here 
from South Carolina indicated that 
the opening breaks were of poor 
quality. The eastern Carolina crop is 
al«o largely of inferior grades due to 
adverse weather conditions 
Many 
Kin'ston warehousemen and others 
havo been observers on the Palmetto 
markets and some will remain in that 
state several days 
Dr James Y. Joyner, who headed 
the organization of the North Caro- 
lina tobacco growers for co-operative 
marketing and is now' a high official 
in the organization, stated here >es- 
terday that the association was pre- 
pared to open its houses on short 
notice The co-operative houses prob- 
ably will not be opened until some 
days after the independents have 
started selling. He indicated belief 
that the organizationists will receive 
Ji bettei average price than the grow- 
eis selling independently. The inde- 
pcndents still retain two-thirds of the 
local market facilities as well as large j 
plants at Greenville, AVilson and else- !

Hit By Hail 


Great Damage Done by 


Storm — Croops Slashed 
and Broken Down by Hail 
and Wind. 


The hall itorm which 
wrought 
havoc In Plttsylvanla arnd 
part of 
Halifax county on Wednesday after- 
noon wag followed yesterday after- 
noon by an equally destructive 
one 
this extending roughly from Leaks- 
vllle, N. C., vicinity up through Henry 
county. 
It Is impossible, to estimate 
just 
what damage wa« actually done f«or 
the hall storm was erratic, missins 
small areas here and there. From 
Martinsville came the wspoi* that one 
hall fltocm came out of the northwev 
and extended as far as Aiken Sum- 
mit. A second storm cloud went to 


• the western part of Henry county. 
A few ' samples of the vegetation 
lacerated by the hail were brought 
here today. Corn and tobafco leavp- 
had been cut in ribbons and thP1-" 
were said to be fair samples of con- 
ditions in large fields of tobacco 
Probably the heaviest loss wap sus- 
tained by fiowarrl Bays, of Irisburg, 
the largest grower of tobacco in Hen- 
ry county. He has about forty acres 
of 
tobacco, -which, until 
yesterday 


promised to be exceptionally fine af- 
ter being cured. In all he has 325,000 
hills of-tobacco. The full fury of the 
hail and wind was experienced there 
and Mr. Bays' loss is probably very 
heavy. 
It 
is understood, however, 
that he carries a large policy of hail 
insurance and pj-obablv his monetary 
loss will be less than smaller farmer* 
whose tobacco is not actually ruined 
by the hail has greatly depreciated in 
value. 
Reeves Brown, who has a farm this 
side of Martinsville, was another to- 
bacco grower who is said to have suf- 
fered heavily. H. M. Land 
reports 


comparatively little loss. 
One farmer who drove through the 
hail storm in his car found the ton- 
neau of his car ankle deep in hail 
atones. 
The hail storm lasted for about 20 
minutes, being followed by a soakinp 
rain. The drop in temperature sud- 
denly experienced here yesterday af- 
ternoon 
indicated clearly that hail 
has fallen in this vicinity. 
The- ege of North Carolina seem? 
to have suffered equally as heavy as 
parts of Henry county. From Mt. Airy 
came the report that the hail there 
had been very severe. 
The sudden visitation comes at a 
most inopportune time and greatl-.- 
discourages the 
farmers, many 
_ of 


•whom were actually cutting tobacco 
and were looking forward to a good 
money crop owing to the unusual fine 
promise of tobacco at the peak of its 
growth.
